rTpsRis Eclipfe of the Moon was the more remarkable, for 
JL that it fell out very near xhzApogceon of the Moon, and 
was nearly central ; fo that the duration was as great as po~ 
ffibie. But fo it happened, that neither at London nor Green- 
wich, nor Paris it could be feen by reafon of thick Clouds, 
for the whole time intercepting the fight of the Moon : The 
only Account we have received is already published, from 
Letters of the famous Mr. Hevelius of Dantzick, in Num- 
178 of thefe < Tranfa£tions : and now thefe two from Nu- 
remburg, made by the induftrious Obfervers Mr, Eimmart 
and Mr. Wurtzelbaur. 

The Obfervatiom of Mr. Eimmart was as follows. 
9. h. 19. min. the Penumbra was very obfcure, and the be- 
gining of the Eclipfe was at hand.
